THE STATE AGRICULTURAL So- 
clery.—The House passed a bill yes- | 
terday repealing Lhe State appropria- 
Senate for concurrence. Mr. Melver 
supported the bill,and Mr, Strong 
vehemently opposed its passage, a- 
he desired a postponement in orde! 
to examine the bill more thoroughty. 
Mr. Boyd also opposed the bill, and 
in his remarks paid the following 
high tribute to the Society and its 
ollicers : 

“The Agricultural Society had for 
its object the promotion of the agri- 
cultural and mechanical interests of 
the State. The Legislature ought to 
foster and encourage those interests 
aboveall others. Therearenotadozen 
farmers in the State who would ob- 
ject to the small appropriation allow- 
ed by the present law, so far as tax- 
payers are concerned, the amount 
was ef no consequence, The Socicty 
is embarrassed with debt, and the 
appropriation was possibly of vital 
importance to the Socicty to assist it 
in carrying out the commendable 
purpose of its organization.

PUBLIC DEBT. 

Mr. Waring made a report from the 
Committee on Public Debt, submit- 
ting a substitute for all bills already 
introduced upon this subject. ‘The 
said substitute prevides that in ecn- 
sequece of the unforeseen disasters 
resulting from the late war between 
the States, sacrificing the greater 
portion of the taxable property upou 
which the state debt was based, and 
other results from the same cause, 
the State of North Carolina is not 
to-day able to pay the debt outstand- 
ing against her; and yet, her people 
being desirous of assuming and pay- 
ing to the public creditors so much 
of the just debt of the State as their 
unfortunate condition will allow, 
the General Assembly of North 
Carolina makes the following propo- 
sition: That new coupon bonds be 
issued, running thirty years, bearing 
six per cent. interest payable semi- 
annually, to be exchanged for the 
outstanding bonds of the State in the 
following manner: for the bonds 
issued before the 20th of May, 1861, at 
the rate of 3%} per centum of the 
principal of the bonds so surrendered ; 
for the bonds issued under the fund- 
ing acts of the 10th of March, 1865, 
and the 20th of August, 1868, at the 


issued since 20th of May, 1861, in pur- 


named date, at the rate of 20 per cen- 
tuim ; for the registered certificates of 
indebtedness due to the Literary 
Fund, at the rate of 33} per centuni, 
and it shall be the duty of the Liter- 
ary Board to sv convert said certifi- 
cates. The bonds so issued shall be 
in the usual form of bonds of this 
State, and that the debt of the State 
so made shall be styled as ‘he con- 
solidated debt of the Siate,” and such 
debt and the bonds so to be issued 
shall not be construed to change the 
nature of the debt of the State, but to 
reduce the same to such a sum as Can 
be paid. The bill also provides for 
the manner of raising the money to 
pay the aunual interest on the bonds 
so issued.

SHALL WE HAVE \ CONVEN- 
TION? 

We have devoted the two preecd- 
ing articles, under this heading, to 
an examination of the objections 
made to the proposition for the eall- 
ing of a convention by the present 
General Assembly: an} at- 
tempted refutation of the reasons 
assigned in support of them. We 
have striven to show that the differ- 
ences of opinion which have been 
expressed upon the sulject have 
been differences upon the ques- 
tion of expediency ouls, and that 
the epprehensions of evil to come 
ordered, have no substantial foun- 
dation in fact. 

We propose to-iay to give, as 
briefly as possible, tho reasons whic! 
indnee us to favor a present call. 

Under the coustitution,as it stands 
and is interpretec,the Executive de- 
partment of the State government 
has been unduly exalted and 
atrengthened at tle expense of the 
dignity and usefulness of the legis- 
lative department. That 
pation which the consiitaiion profes- 
sedly establishes 1s a sham. Under 
the latiiudivarien n-etruction of 
the Supreme Court, especially as 
made in the cases of Crank vs. 
Sranzy and McKre vs. Nicnors, the 
former of which gave the Governor 
control of all the railroads in which 
the State had an interest and was 
entitled to representation, and the 
latter the control of the various pe- 
nal and charitable institutions of 
the State, the patronage with which 
the executive is endow ed is too great 
to be willingly committed to che 
control of one man by 2 people jeal- 
ous of their freedom: and the vol- 
ume and valre of tliat patronage 
will have increase in exact propor- 
tion with the development of the 
vast and varied resources of the 
State, so far as that development is 
dependent upon the completion and 
extension of our works of internal 
improvement. These remarks are, 
of course, general and not specific in 
their application. It affords us pleas- 
ure to say that we have seen nothing 
in the official conduct of the present 
Executive that is blameworihy. He 
seems to be sincerely desirous, so to 
conduct himself in liis high office as 
to win the esteem of good citizens 
and promote the welfare of his peo- 
ple. But to return to the question 
and to illustrate our position, let us 
suppose that the consolidation bill 
passed by the last General Assembly 
had been effectively executed, and 
that the railroads included in its 
provisions had been united into one 
grand trunk line, extending from 
the seabord to the mountains. Let 
tis suppose further- would God it 
were fact, not faney!— thatthe road 

had been completed, both branches, 
to Dacktown and Paint Rock, and 
connections established with the 
roads leading to the West and 
Southwest.

Courts the power of appointment is 
given, by the ecoustitution, to the 
Governor, and the appointees hold 
office, in the case of the Supreme 
Court, for the unexpired terms ; and 
not as under the old sysiem until the 
next meeting of the General Assem- 
bly. The same effect is claimed for 
appointments to fill vacancies upon 
the bench of the Superior Courts, 
but this question is pending, for de- 
cision, before the highest tribunal oi 
the State at its approaching session. 
By way of parenthesis, illustra- 
tive of the incongruities of the pre- 
sent organic law, we call attention 
to the fact, that in two of the judi- 
cial districts of the State, the second 
and eighth, we have the singular 
spectacle of a duality of judges, 
each claiming to have lawfal title to 
the possession and emoluments of 
the office of judge of the district— 
the one resting his claims upon the 
appointment of the Governor ; the 
other upon an election by the peo- 
ple, in August last, under and by 
virtue of an act of the last General 
Assembly, which that body believed 
to be in exact accordance with the 
letter and spirit of those sectious of 
the constitution regulating the fil- 
ing of such vacancies. We would 
not rob the Executive Departincat 
of its rightful powers and preroga- 
tives; nor would we reduce tue 
Chief Magistrate of the State io 
that degree of idleness, indicated by 
one of the fathers, who declared 


ers and duties of the Bxecative Were 
defined by the remark that he was 
authorized and empowered to re- 
ecive and receipt for his sulary; but 
we do declare for such revision of 
the constitution as will piovide sale- 
guards against the corrupt use or 
abuse, of the prodigious patronage 
aitaching to the executive office un- 
der the existing law. The possession 
of almost unlimited power of ap- 
pointment is dangerous (othe rights 
and liberties of the people and 
should not be entrusted to the keep- 
ing of any man, whatever may be 
his reputation for purity and patrivt- 
ism. To protect the rights of tue 
people and to secure them from the 
abuse of power, should a corrupt 
inan, by misadventure, be elevate 
to the Chief Magistracy, the consti- 
tution should be so amended as to 
put some limitation upon the Exe- 
cutive in the distribution of the 
patronage which belougs to his offi- 
cial station. 


As a corollary of the propositions 


advanced above, it follows that the 
constitution needs revision, for the 
purpose of restoring to the Lezisla- 
tive department of the State gov- 
ernment the powers and peroga- 
tives of which, by the pro- 
visions of the present constitu- 
tion, it has been deprived. From 
personal experience, derived from 
service as a member of the Gen- 
eral Assembly from 1870 to 1874 
inclusive—two years in either House 
—-we know something of the embar- 
rassments and difficulties, which at- 
tend any attempted legislation for 
the public good. We have seen | 
many needed reforms prevented, 
much wise, humane and beneficent 
legislation defeated by the rigcrous 
restrictions, imposed by the organic 
law, upon legislative action. Mem- 
bers sought earnestly to escape its 
requirements—to evade the restraint 
of its provisions, but their efforts 
were useless. Its demands and com- 
mands were inflexible, and ihe de- 
sire and purpose of the legislature 
were foreed to yield to its exactions. 
We had hoped that, under the

the people, these restrictions and 
hindrances won'd be,in some degree, 
removed, and the practical working 
of the constitution cease to be op- 
pressive.

Kalakana’s Visit to 
Country and Its Udject, 

A Washington correspondent to the 
Tribune, speaking of the visit to this 
country and to Washington of the 
King of the Hawaiian Islands, says: 
“As to King Kalakaua’s mission 
here there is scarcely but one opinion 
among those best informed, and that 
is that it relates directly or remotely 
to the subject of annexation. A few 
believe that it has reference to a reci- 
procity treaty, which would prove of 
very great advantage to the Hawaiian 
Islands, but even this view, were it 
correct, might bear remotely toward 
ultimate annexation by the United 
States. There are very few who be- 
lieve that the visit is merely a social 
ohne, and that the Government 
would pay such marked attention 
to a ruler of such insignificance 
if there were nothing to gain by 
it. When the Grand Duke of Rus- 
sia, to the exertions of whose father 
the United States owed, in a great 
measure, the non-interference of Eu- 
— during our civil war, came to 

ashington, he was treated with 
marked contempt, and was not re- 
ceived at the depot by a single Gov- 
ernment officer. ven Baez, the 
President of a Republic, and a color- 
ed man, was not treated with polite- 
ness during his two or three visits to 
Washington. But the Secretary of 
State and two other Cabinet officers, 
with their secretaries and a special 
train, make haste to meet King Kala- 
Kaua, and escort him with banners, 
music, and soldiers to his hotel. Such 
uttention, it is urged, would not be 
accorded the King of the Hawaiian 
tsiands under ordinary circum- 
stances. It is also said that General 
Schofield’s visit to the island, two or 
three years ago, was in reality for the 
purpose of sounding the Government 
and the people on the subject of 
transferring their allegiance to the 
United States, and that the present 
King’s mission here is but another 
move in the same direction.’
